At the present time bust 
ness is dull, owing to the large number 


of people that are absent from San 
Francisco, Oakland and Berkeley, but 
even now this 
company 
slaughters 
3000 beeves per month. 
This amount 
will be greatly increased alter the 15th 


of September. 


Next in line is the slaughter house 


of Hayes & Co., in whicjl, like the first 
one, nothing but beeves are slaughter 
ed. 
This firm is also killing at the 
present time about 3000 head of stock 
per month. 


Next in line is the establishment ot 


N. M. Slater, where sheep, calves and 
hogs are despatchefl, in order that the 
human palate may be tickled. 


At the present time this firm is kill­ 
ing about 3500 head of sheep per 
month, 400 head of calves, and 400 
head of hogs. When this firm is doing 
its 
regular 
business it kills 
5000 
sheep 
pcrmonth. 


James Hall is next in line and like 
Mr. Slater, he slaughters only sheep 
and calves. His trade while increasing 


all the 4ime, is not as large as that of 
his neighbor, as he kills only about 
1000 sheep per month and about 300 
calves.

John Stuart has^hj,^ 
establishment 
next the one just mentioned 
and he 
slaughters nothing 
but sheep and 
lambs, and with 
the present trade 
manages to kill about 1800 head per 
month. 


Pete I.anslot, whose establishment 
is a branch of Lux & Miller, has a 
large establishment in which he kills 
shceps, calves and hogs to the num­ 
ber ot about 3000 head per month. 


It will be seen by the above figures 
that an cnoraious business is done at 
the stockyards which yields a great 
deal of employment for a large number 
of men all of whom receive good wages. 
There are stockmen, herders, 
sheep­ 
men, butchers, drivers, hostlers, black­ 
smiths, horseshoers, knife grinders, in 
fact a small army of workmen, the 
larger part of which own then* own 
homes in the neighborhood.

These resolutions 
demand of me the immediate removal 
of the inscription "Murdered by Strik­

of the Lorin school and ignoring the 
claims of other teachers of greater'ex­ 
perience and longer service in the de­ 
partments. 
They are not disposed to 
question the propriety of raising Mr.

MUST KNOW T H E STREAM. 


The Information a Western River PUot 
Mart O m j In Hli Head. 


At the season of the year when the 
river excursion business is at its height 
and hundreds of boats are oanying 
thousands of people to and fro along the 
entire length of the Ohio river from 
Pittsburg to Cairo many persons who 
ordinarily never give the subject a 
thought are Impressed with the wonder­ 
ful way in which navigation on our 
beautiful stream is carried on. The first 
thing noticed generally is the accuracy 
with whfoh the pilot handles the boat, 
avoiding the bars, which are near the 
surface of the water in the summer, go­ 
ing from one side of the river to the 
other, and finally, without a jar, land­ 
ing them all safely at their destination. 
When the excursion business is over, 
these same men assume similar positions 
on packets and towboats, carrying hun­ 
dreds of tons of freight and thousands 
of bushels of coal on every trip with the 
same accuracy with which they handled 
the excursion steamers during the sum­ 
mer. 


A large number of the pilots running 
out of Cincinnati know the river from 
here to New Orleans, others from here 
to Memphis, and others still to points 
up the river as far as Pittsburg. '' Know 
the river." This phrase means much. 
For instance, a man running from here 
to New Orleans must be able to take 
charge of the wheel of his boat at any 
hour of the day or night at any point on 
the river and on any stage of water. 
He must' be able to tell at a glance ex­ 
actly where the boat is at any point on 
this long stretch of 1,613 miles. He 
must know every bend and chute, and 
by day the different points by which to 
steer, such as houses, barns, trees, fences 
and even haystacks; by night 
every 
light placed by the government in con­ 
spicuous places as well as the hills and 
their shape. He must know exactly how 
long to hold the boat to one light or ob­ 
ject before changing to another. 
When 
the Mississippi river is reached, a new 
feature presents itself in the shape of 
the constantly changing channel. To 
work here requires more skill and great­ 
er judgment probab$y than all the rest 
of the difficulties combined. , Going 
down a boat may go on one side of the 
river. Coming back it doesn't go with­ 
in two miles of that place. When these 
things are appreciated—and 
they are j 
only a few of the things a pilot must 
know—then it is that the pilot gets 
credit for what he does.—Cincinnati 
Commercial Gazette.
